They threw several dozen tear 
gas grenades into the ranks of 
the yellow-robed Buddhists and 
then moved in among them,' 
smashing them on the bead with 
their clubs.

Catholic Foe of School Aid Bills 
Gives Approval to LBJ Approach 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 
James J. Delaney, a Roman 
Catholic congressman who has 
helped block federal aid to ed­ 
ucation bills in the past, says 
the 
new 
administration 
bill 
should break the long deadlock. 
The New York Democrat sees 
President Johnson’s approach of 
aiding children of low-income 
families, whether in public or 
private schools, as “a great step 
forward.” 
Delaney, normally a strong 
administration supporter on the 
House 
Rules 
Committee, 
switched 
sides 
in 
1961 
and 
helped kill President John F. 
Kennedy’s school-aid bill by an 
8-7 vote. Here he discusses aid 
to-education legislation in an 
exclusive Associated Press in- 
terview. 


Q. Is it fair to say you killed 
the Kennedy school bill? 
A. Yes. The bill w*as discrim­ 
inatory from its inception. It 
would have helped only public 
schools, and no amendments 
could even be offered to aid pri­ 
vate schools. 
Q. How do you feel about that 
vote now? 
A. I said at the time I wanted 
to clear the air. Up until then no 
one had thought of what could 
be done constitutionally to help 
education. Ithink it has worked. 
People know much more about 
this now. It would have been a 
mistake to pass that bill in 1961. 
Q. Does the Johnson bill, in 
general, meet your objections to 
the Kennedy bill? 
A. Yes. It makes the child, 
not the school, the beneficiary 
of the program. 


Q. For the last few years 
you’ve introduced a bill you call 
the 
“junior GI bill,” which 
would authorize an annual grant 
for each child attending school, 
whether public or private. Do 
you intend to offer it again? 
A. Yes. I consider it a more 
efficient bill. Under the general 
welfare clause we grant old-age 
assistance to people in Protes­ 
tant, 
Catholic 
and 
Jewish 
homes. Surely that principle is 
just as valid in the field of ed­ 
ucation. 
I also favor income tax deduc­ 
tions for private school tuition. 
But I can’t oppose the adminis­ 
tration bill because it would 
treat all children equally. 
Q. Do you think the President 
should have been more explicit 
in saying how parochial schools 


are to benefit under his bill? 
A. No. I would prefer to see 
the language kept the way it is. 
The intent to aid all children is 
there. Anything more specific 
could 
exercise 
limitations. 
I 
would leave it to the adminis­ 
tration to carry out the intent of 
the law. 
Q. If the Education and Labor 
Committee should approve a bill 
that fails to include any aid for 
parochial schools, would you try 
to hold it up in the Rules Com­ 
mittee? 
A. I have never advocated aid 
to parochial schools. All I have 
ever insisted on is that if the 
government is going to aid ed­ 
ucation, each child should be 
treated 
alike. 
If a discrim­ 
inatory bill came to the Rules 
Committee, I would be against 
it

Today’s Senate session is the 
first since Humphrey’s inaugu­ 
ration Wednesday. 
The Constitution provides that 
the vice president shall be the 
president of toe Senate and as 
such its presiding officer. But it 
gives him no vote except in case 
of a tie. 
Hie setting will be familiar to 
Humphrey, a member of the 
Senate from Minnesota for 16 
years, but not the role he will be 
called on to play. 
Humphrey, who was elected 
assistant 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader in 1961, has been one of 
the Senate’s most active mem­ 
bers in the past—one ready, 
able and willing to speak on al­ 
most any subject at any time. 
Now he will have to leave the 
floor debates to others. The vice 
president seldom gets a chance 
to say much of anything in the 
Senate, although he is called on 
from time to time to rule on 
procedural issues. 
As a practical matter, Hum­

Redwood Sprouts from Russian 
Colony Now Are 150 Years Old 


FT. 
ROSS, Calif. (AP) - 
Some orphans, the oldest young­ 
sters in California, have passed 
their 150th birthday in quiet 
loneliness on the foggy Pacific 
Coast 90 miles northwest of San 
Francisco. 
They are 200-foot redwoods 
that sprouted from stumps of 
giant trees cut down by Russian 
colonists between 1812 and 1814 
to construct Ft. Ross and nine 
buildings. Most of the “sprouts” 
bear 150 growth rings today. 
The 
first 
building 
to 
be 
erected by Russian and Aleut 
workmen is believed to be the 
oldest wooden structure west of 
the Rockies, its rugged timbers 


still admired by visitors to the 
Ft. Ross State Historical Monu-1 
ment. 
The Russians felled hundreds 
of trees, clear-cutting the stand 
about one mile north of the fort, 
now rebuilt. 
The stumps sent up shoots, 
scores from each. Several of the 
shoots are 220 feet tall today, 
rivaling some of their parents in 
height. They generally are not 
as big around, however, and 
contain relatively less heart­ 
wood from which prime com­ 
mercial timber comes.

CLEVELAND (AP) - Lewis 
Research Center is spending $10 
million a year in research on 
m aterials for space age applica­ 
tions. 
That estim ate was given by 
S. Stanford Manson, chief of the 
m aterials and structures divi­ 
sion at the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration fa-1 
rility, as he outlined recent de­ 
velopments for newsmen here 
Thursday. 
Manson said a new alloy de-; 
veloped a t Lewis Center will be 
tested on the nose ball of the 
X-15 experimental plane. 
The alloy, TAX-8, was de­ 
veloped a couple of years ago 
by John 
Freche, 
and recent 
modifications have improved it 
for use on toe nose of the super-1 
sonic plane. The nickel - based 
alloy m elts at about 2,700 de­ 
grees fahrenheit, Manson said, 
which apparently is well above 
the Air Force requirements for 
the X-15. 
The nose of the high-flying 
craft is subject to rapid heat­ 
ing 
during 
re-entry 
into the 
earth’s atmosphere. 
Materials 
which 
will 
with­ 
stand even higher tem peratures 
are needed for other aero-space 
applications, Manson said, add­ 
ing that “ we don’t really have 
m aterials that will do the job 
and will be com petitive.” 
The space lab seeks to de­ 
velop m aterials for toe proposed 
Mach-3 (three times the speed 
of sound) transport. Materials 
for these airliners will have to 
withstand 
high 
tem peratures, 
will be expected to last up to 20 
years and still must be cheap 
enough to make it economically 
feasible to build such planes, 
Manson observed. 
Lewis lab, which is a m ajor 
center for propulsion research, 
also is the main center among 
NASA facilities for matenale- 


research also is the main cent­ 
er among NASA faculties for 
m aterials r e s e a r c h , Manson 
said. 
“Here is where they expect 
us to solve the materials prob­ 
lem s,” he remarked.
